to  the  officers,  had  endeared  him  to  all.  [ 

They  have  been  ably  and  conscientiously  seconded  in  their  efforts  I 

by  the  assistants,  Drs.

I 

It  has  been  the  unpleasant  duty  of  the  Hospital  authorities  on  [ 

many  occasions  to  decline  to  receive  cases  of  a  chronic  or  incurable  i 

nature.    The  wisdom  of  such  discrimination  has  been  manifested  in  i 

the  increased  usefulness  of  the  Institution.    For  each  case  of  chronic  s 

or  incurable  disease  rejected  the  Hospital  has  been  enabled  to  con-  i 

fer  lasting  benefits  upon  many,  whose  diseases,  though  of  shorter  | 

duration,  were  acute  and  of  a  much  more  serious  nature,  and  who  i 

would,  in  many  cases,  have  succumbed  at  their  own  homes,  sur-  i 

rounded,  as  they  were,  by  all  the  disadvantages  of  poverty.    It  will  | 

be  seen  that  the  number  of  acute  diseases,  especially  of  fevers  treated,  f 

far  exceeds  that  of  the  preceding  year.    The  average  length  of  time  | 

each  patient  remained  was  29.4  days  ;  whereas  for  each  case  of  can-  i 

cer  it  was  48  days,  and  for  each  of  consumption  54  days.    In  the  f 

latter  cases  partial  and  temporary  alleviation  was  all  that  could  be  1 

effected,  while  in  the  former,  with  few  exceptions,  complete  recovery  f 

was  attained.  |

Gentlemen. — I  beg  to  present  a  classified  list  of  the  diseases 
treated  by  me  in  the  Department  for  the  Diseases  of  Women  since 
Dec.  1st,  1877.  I  would  state  that,  as  the  majority  of  the  cases 
suffered  from  more  than  one  of  the  affections  below  enumerated, 
the  condition  giving  rise  to  the  greatest  disturbance  was  in  each 
instance  chosen  as  the  designation  of  the  case.
